DESCRIPTION. 

A cylinder made of brass, haying a closed end and a highly polished interior, is placed in front of the oarsman, 
as shown in the illustration. The piston rod of the cylinder is connected with the short oars by means of a 
whiffletree and connecting rods. 

The act of taking a stroke draws the piston away from the closed end of the cylinder, produces a vacuum, and 
the pressure of the atmosphere upon the piston simulates the resistance that is afforded by the water in rowing a 
boat. The cylinder (a sectional view of which is shown below), is provided with a series of small holes com¬ 
mencing about half way from the closed end, which allow the atmosphere to enter, and as the piston is drawn 
put them gradually relieve the vaounm.
